the southern confines of the Swedish 
peninsula. The Countess has been out 
of the public eye for 20 years now, but 
there, are many "who afiU preserve a 
vivid recollection of how her exqui 
voice thrilled large audiences ia all 
the capitals of Europe ana in Anxerica 
ia the seventies. 


Tbe oaco famous singer is now in 


her 65th year. Her father wa.s a peas- 
ant anil shs was the eighth child. Her 
father was an Impassioned admirer of 
music and it was from him that Christ- 
ine learned the first scale of 
musical 


notes. 
She began her public career 


as a child by singing at fairs and wed- 
dings under the direction of an older 
brother. One day at a fair at LJtunby 
the singing of Christine attracted the 
attention of a local magistrate by the 
name of Thornerhjclm, who saw her 
parents and "arranged for the educa- 
tion of the young girl. She was first 
sent to an. excellent school in Gothen- 
burg, where she remained two, years. 
Afterward she vfas sent to Stockholm, 
where yhe was Instructed by N. Franz 
BorwaUI. Sac made her first appear- 
ance at Stockholm, in 11-60, wont to 
Paris, continued her musical educa- 
tion under Masset^, and' Wurtel, and 
made her debut at tne Theatre Lyr- 
Ique in October, 1S64, as Violetta in 
the "Traviata," with such success that 
she .was engaged for three years. She' 
made her first appearaiioo ill London 
at Her Majesty's Theatre in 1867 and 
proved the great operatic attraction 
at that establishment during the sea- 
son. In 1S70 she made her first visit 
to the United States, where, within 
less than a year, she u said to have 
cleared nearly $200,000. 


Her first husband was M. Augusts 


Rouzaud, 
the 
son 
of an eminent 


French, merchant, to whom she was 
married iu London iu 1872. He died in 
Paris ten years later, and IB'1837 she 
married. Counc Angel 
de Miranda. 


Miranda was a very unattractive lit- 
tle man, the son of a lady wio was 
governess to the first wife of the late 
King of Spain and whom the latter 
raised to the rank of.Countess. 


Tae-story of Miranda's marriage to 


Christine Nilsson is a peculiar, one. 
He was her husband . only In name,' 
and never lived wit-a her. The famous 
singer merely married him on account, 
of his daughter. 
The latter was a. 


lovely girl whose acquaintance Curia-, 
tine made at Nice. The singer be-, 
came devotedly attached to the girl 
and finally declared that she could 
not bear, the idea of separation and 
proposed'to adopt ner.

de Miranda gave his consent, stipulat- 
ing, however, that the singer should 
likewise adopt him as husband and 
provide for his financial welfare, un- 
dertaking to remain her husband omy 
in name.

ideal motives, more . especially per- 
haps with the one universal aspiration 
of human life, that of love which leads 
to marriage. Out of this inevitable 
nucleus of prevailing- ideals ; there 
comes an Infinite.-variety .of dramatic 
surprise, and that wliich is how fiiily 
understood—poetic Justice. Necessar- 
ily no ideal is without its tormenting 
obstacle, Its barricade over which the 
battle q£ emotion is fought, that the 
capture of. ideals may .have in- it -the 
adamant of triumph. The essential as- 
surance of The sincerity with which 
men and women in the play strive for 
their ideals is judged according to the 
battle they make over it. 


There are a great many pretty plays 


written, charming in their'taste-and 
literary dress, excellent as to the stage 
effect that- defers and at once estab- 
lishes'the ideal1 of a play must be the 
right one, exactly related, intimately 
concerned, and 'above all,' reasonably 
born of issues in life.
